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New  orders  rose  substantially  in  May  to  $45.6 
billion,  seasonally  adjusted,  recording  the  fourth 
consecutive  monthly  increase  in  1967,  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census 
announced  today.  Manufacturers'  shipments  in- 
creased to  $44.8  billion  returning  to  the  March 
level  after  a  decline  in  April.  Unfilled  orders 
increased  nearly  $900  million  to  a  level  of  $78.1 
billion  after  declining  in  each  of  the  preceding 
four  months.  Inventories  held  by  manufacturers 
increased  only  $250  million  during  the  month  to  a 
level  of  $80.6  billion,  resulting  in  a  decline  in  the 
inventories  shipments  ratio  from  1.83  to  1.80 
months.  The  expansion  of  inventories  in  May  was 
the  smallest  since  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of 
1965. 

May  shipments  of  durable  goods  at  $22.9 
billion  reflected  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
automotive  and  aircraft  industries  accompanied  by 
a  moderate  increase  in  electrical  machinery. 
Other  major  industry  groups  remained  near  last 
month's  seasonally  adjusted  levels.  Shipments  for 
the  first  five  months  of  1967  showed  little  change 
from  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 

Non-durable  goods  producers  reported  a  slight 
increase  in  shipments  in  May  to  $21. 9  billion  after 
seasonal  adjustment.  A  relatively  large  decline  in 
the  tobacco  industry  was  offset  by  increases  in 
Other  maim-  industry  groups. 
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in  bookings  for  primary  metals  and  transportation 
equipment.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  decline 
in  fabricated  metals,  all  other  major  industry 
groups  reported  new  orders  that  exceeded  the 
levels  set  in  April.  The  large  rise  in  durable 
orders  was  reflected  in  the  supplementary  series 
for  "machinery  and  equipment"  which  has  in- 
creased steadily  since  February  of  this  year. 

Unfilled  orders  held  by  durable  goods  manu- 
facturers increased  to  $75.1  billion  at  the  end  of 
May  as  new  orders  exceeded  shipments  for  the 
first  time  this  year.  Aircraft  and  primary  metals 
accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  backlog  as 
other  major  industry  groups  remained  near 
April's  seasonally  adjusted  levels.  May  recorded 
the  first  increase  in  unfilled  orders  this  year  but 
the  level  of  backlog  was  still  nearly  $1.4  billion 
below  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Inventories  of  durable  goods  increased  $200 
million  in  May  to  a  seasonally  adjusted  level  of 
$51.8  billion.  All  major  industry  groups  reported 
only  moderate  changes  in  their  inventory  levels. 
An  increase  in  work-in-process  and  finished  goods 
was  partially  offset  by  a  decline  in  materials  and 
supplies. 


Stocks  of  nondurable  goods  in  May  increased 
only  slightly  to  $28.8  billion  after  seasonal  adjust- 
ment. With  the  exception  of  a  moderate  increase 
in  stocks  of  chemicals  all  major  industry  groups 
reported  little  change  in  their  inventory  levels.
